The  people  for  whom  nineteen 
areas  of  the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Cen-  j 
ter  were  named  were  introduced  i 
preceding  Elder  Vandenberg’s  talk  j 
to  the  student  body  about  giving 
for  Thanksgiving. 

"TO  BE  a true  Thanksgiving  the  i 
holiday  should  be  celebrated  with  I 
thanks  first  and  giving  second,” 
noted  Elder  Vandenberg. 

He  stressed  that  the  pagan  ob- 
servance of  feasting  should  not  be 
substituted  for  the  true  meaning 
of  the  Thanksgiving  observance. 

RECALLING  the  development  of 
the  holiday,  Elder  Vandenberg 
traced  the  path  of  the  pilgrims 
from  the  land  of  his  ancestry,  Hol- 
land, where  they  had  sought  reli- 
gious asylum  in  America. 

He  noted  William  Bradford’s 
Thanksgiving  proclamation  follow- 
ed by  that  of  George  Washington 
in  proclaming  the  first  nationally 
observed  Thanksgiving  Day  on 
Nov.  26,  1787.  It  was  to  be  a day 
of  nublic  thanks  and  prayer. 

THE  NEXT  EVENT  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  holiday  came  in  1827, 
according  to  Elder  Vandenberg. 

It  was  then  that  Sarah  J.  Hale 
campaigned  for  a national  day  to 
be  set  aside  for  the  Thanksgiving 
commemoration. 

HER  SUCCESSFUL  campaign 
culminated  in  President  Abraham 
Lincoln’s  official  action  in  naming 
the  third  Thursday  of  November  as 
a day  set  aside  for  the  national 
observance  of  Thanksgiving. 

He  felt  that  the  true  origin  of 
the  holiday  was  found  in  the  hearts 
of  the  men  who  had  a guest  for 
the  freedom  to  serve  God  accord- 
ing to  the  dictates  of  their  own 
conscience. 

He  noted  that  we  are  the  heirs 
of  the  work  of  past  generations 
and  that  we  are  now  benefiting 
from  gifts  for  which  we  have  not 
toiled.

This  week  brings  to  mind  two  import- 
ant events  in  American  history — the  com- 
memoration of  President  John  F.  Kennedy’s 
death,  and  Thanksgiving. 

Strange  to  some,  these  two  events  have 
much  in  common. 

President  Kennedy  was  a vital,  intense 
man  who  appreciated  the  fact  that  life  was 
not  all  sweet,  and  not  all  sour. 


He  had  a scripture  from  Ecclesiastes  in 
the  Old  Testament  he  liked  to  quote.

Many  people  in  the  United  States  are 
pausing  this  season  to  appreciate  the  work 
of  President  Kennedy — an  appreciation 
they  did  not  have  until  he  was  killed  two 
years  ago.

Dr.  Tracy  Hall  To  Receive  Award  Viet  Christmas  Card

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Dr.  H.  Tracy  Hall,  director  of 
research  at  BYU  has  been  chos- 
en to  receive  the  distinguished 
service  award  of  the  Salt  Lake 
Section,  American  Chemical  So- 
ciety. 

DR.  EVAN  ALLRED,  of  Uni- 
versity Chemistry  Department, 
information  director  for  the  Salt 
Lake  Section,  said  Dr.  Hall  will 
receive  the  citation  at  the  annual 
award  dinner  Thursday,  Dec.  9, 
at  6:30  p.m.  in  U.  of  U.  Union 
Building. 

Dr.  Hall,  the  first  person  to 
make  synthetic  diamonds  in  the 
laboratory,  will  lecture  to  the 
group  in  Orson  Spencer  Hall  at 
8:15  p.m.,  following  the  dinner 
meeting. 

DR.  ALLRED  said  Dr.  Hall  was 
chosen  as  the  person  having 
made  the  most  outstanding  con- 
tribution to  chemical  research 
while  living  in  the  state  of  Utah. 

The  Utah  section  has  400  mem- 
bers active  in  heavy  industry, 
food  manufacture,  defense  estab- 
lishments, commerce  and  univer- 
sities and  colleges.  There  are 
100,000  members  nationally. 

RECIPIENTS  in  the  last  years 
have  been  Dr.  Emil  Smith,  form- 
erly of  U.  of  U.  Medical  School, 
now  of  UCLA;  Dr.  Lloyd  Malm, 
U.  of  U.  Chemistry  Department; 
Dr.  Melvin  A.  Cook,  Institute  for 
Explosives  Research;  Dr.  John 
R.  Lewis,  U.  of  U.  Dept,  of  Min- 
eral Industries;  Joseph  K.  Nich- 
oles, BYU,  and  Sherwin  Maeser, 
Utah  State  University. 

Last  year  Dr.  Hall  was  retained 
by  the  French  government  to  in- 
stall in  Paris  laboratories  a re- 
search machine  developed  at 
BYU.  The  machine,  named  the 
Tetrahedral  X-ray  Diffraction 


Press,  uses  a beam  of  X-rays  to 
prove  matter  while  it  is  subjected 
to  very  high  pressures  and  tem- 
peratures. 

DR.  HALL  came  to  BYU  in 
1955  as  professor  of  chemistry 
and  director  of  research.  He  left 
a position  as  research  associate 
in  General  Electric  Co.,  Schen- 
ectady, N.Y.,  where  he  had  suc- 
ceeded in  making  diamonds. 

At  BYU  he  has  continued  high- 
temperature,  high-pressure  exper- 
iments with  development  of  even 
more  efficient  machines.  His  re- 
search has  led  far  beyond  the 
synthesis  of  diamonds  into  dis- 
coveries in  materials  science, 
geology,  solid-state  physics, 
chemical  synthesis  and  engineer- 
ing. The  work  has  gained  world- 
wide interest. 

PRODUCING  pressures  of  3,- 
000,000  pounds  simultaneously 


with  temperatures  of  10,000  de- 
grees, Dr.  Hall  and  his  associates 
have  approached  the  conditions 
inside  the  earth  and  the  stars, 
thus  creating  materials  which 
are  unknown  in  nature.

JOHNSON  and  Wilson  will  meet 
Dec.  17  to  discuss  a wide  range  of 
world  issues,  the  Texas  White 
House  announced.  They  last  met  in 
Washington  Dec.  7-9,  1964. 

Next  month’s  meeting  will  fol- 
low by  a little  more  than  two  weeks 
the  Dec.  2-3  visit  to  West  German 
Chancellor  Ludwig  Erhard. 

THE  SITE  of  neither  meeting  has 
been  announced,  but  they  are  ex- 
pected to  be  either  in  Washington 
or  at  the  LBJ  Ranch  near  here. 

Johnson  is  known  to  have  put  out 
the  welcome  mat  for  Prime  Mini- 
ster Lai  Bahadur  Shastri  of  India 
and  President  Mohammed  Ayus 
Khan  of  Pakistan,  but  no  arrange- 
ments have  yet  been  made  for 
either  of  these  leaders  to  come  to 
this  country.  Johnson  is  under- 
stood to  feel  that  the  next  move  is 
up  to  them.

A 
win  there  would  sew  it  up  and 
would  foil  the  other  three  contend- 
ers: Arizona  State,  New  Mexico  and 
Wyoming. 

As  things  now  stand  BYU  will  win 
if  they  best  the  Lobos;  the  Sun 
Devils  will  win  if  they  beat  Ari- 
zona and  if  BYU  loses.  If  both  BYU 
and  Arizona  State  lose  there  will 
be  a tie  for  the  title  between,  BYU 
Wyoming  and  New  Mexico. 

THE  LOBO  has  won  at  least  a 
share  of  the  title  every  year  since 
the  WAC  was  formed.  With  a pos- 
sibility of  getting  its  finger  in  the 
pie  again  this  year,  they’ll  be  no 
slouch  this  weekend. 

Coach  Hudspeth  and  his  Cougars, 
however,  see  no  reason  to  share 
the  pie  with  anyone.  They’ve  got  a 
lot  going  for  them  as  they  go  into 
the  “Land  of  Enchantment,”  includ- 


ing the  conference  lead,  the  total 
offense  lead  and  the  passing  lead. 
They  are  second  only  to  New  Mex- 
ico in  rushing.

On  the  return  trip,  they  will  visit 
Hoover  Dam. 


DR.  JONSSON  said  the  main 
purpose  of  the  trip  will  be  help 
students  become  more  aware  of 
the  many  facets  of  the  electrical 
engineering  field,  and  prepare  them 
for  “mild  recruiting  that  may  be 
conducted  by  companies  that  are 
hiring  this  year. 


Each  student  going  on  the  trip 
must  provide  a $40  transporta- 
tion fee.  An  additional  cost  for 
“personal  expenses”  has  ranged 
from  $4  to  $20  in  the  past  Dr.  Jons- 
son said.
